Cops 
hunt for 
link in 
slayings 


O Homicide unit looking for answers in 
Edmonton’s growing tally of killings 


If there is a pattern with the rash 
of homicides this year, investiga¬ 
tors probing the spiking tally have 
not found it, said the Edmonton 
Police Service’s top homicide cop. 

Staff Sgt. Lome Pubantz said 
yesterday EPS resources are spread 
thin, despite beefed up resources, 
trying to get to the bottom of a 
spiking homicide rate, currently at 
19. 

“The numbers are the num¬ 
bers,” said Pubantz, adding police 
are focusing on each case. 

While those numbers seem 
high, when broken down they 
include two shootings by police 
currently being investigated by 
Alberta Serious Incident Response 
Team, one inmate killed in prison, 
and two homicides from 2009 and 
2010, he explained. 

Pubantz would not comment 
about the most recent homicide, 
the killing of John Kwiatkowski, 
found dead at 34 Street and 103

Avenue last Thursday after an 
apparent home invasion.

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Board pushing 
for school zones

inspired Catholic school board’s 
request O Board plans to meet

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Despite a recent tragedy, a 
city transportation official 
says school zones aren’t 
necessarily the best way to 
ensure safety. 

The Edmonton Catholic 
School District sent a letter 
to the city, mayor and 
councillors April 8 asking 
for the 30 km/h zones to 
be reinstated following a 
deadly incident outside 
one of their schools. 

“It does not lend to a 
one-size-fits-all solution,” 
Brice Stephenson, manag¬ 
er of transportation opera¬ 
tions, said yesterday. 

On April 7, 66-year-old 
Bernice Jingling was killed 
while walking her six-year- 
old great-granddaughter. 
Tiara, to St. Pius X School. 

The two were crossing 
122 Avenue at 128 Street 
when police say an SUV 
struck them. Police 
haven’t said if speed was a 
factor, but did say the dri¬ 
ver’s vision may have been 
hampered by the sun. 

Stephenson said each 
school site has been 
looked at individually, inci¬

“When something like 
this happens, the school 
district must take action 
and see that nothing like 
this happens again,” said 
board chair Debbie Engel. 

Engel said the school al¬ 
so wants a marked cross¬ 
walk at what is now a 
deadly intersection and 
that the April 8 letter isn’t 
the first request made for 
one at that location.

A pilot project launched in 
January with some park¬ 
ing at LRT stations set 
aside for pre-paid cus¬ 
tomers has some transit 
users baffled.

Britain said yestserday it 
would send about a dozen 
senior soldiers to Libya to 
help organize the country’s 
haphazard rebel forces, as 
international allies seek to 
aid the opposition’s at¬ 
tempts to break the mili¬ 
tary stalemate. 

Foreign Secretary 

William Hague said the U.K. 
military advisers would join 
British diplomats already 
co-operating with rebel 
leaders in the eastern rebel- 
held city of Benghazi, but 
insisted they would not 
help arm the opposition or 


assist in military operations 
against strongman Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s forces. 

About a dozen U.K. mili¬ 
tary personnel, including 
officers with logistical and 
intelligence expertise, will 
work with the National 
Transitional Council, the 
political wing of the rebel 
movement — which has 
been officially recognized 
by Italy, France and Qatar. 

Britain has said it would 
not become involved in di¬ 
rectly suppl 3 dng weapons 
to Libya’s rebels, but has 
sent non-lethal assistance 


such as 1,000 sets of body 
armour and 100 satellite 
phones. 

In Rome, Italy’s foreign 
minister Franco Frattini 
said allies would also con¬ 
sider suppl 3 dng rebels with 
technical equipment like 
radars or telecom-blocking 
systems. 

Italy, however, remains 
opposed to sending ground 
troops, Frattini said, follow¬ 
ing talks with the leader of 
the Libyan rebels’ transi¬ 
tional government, Mustafa 
Abdul-Jalil.

British police have reject¬ 
ed a request by a small 
band of radical Islamists to 
stage a protest outside 
Prince William and Kate 
Middleton’s royal wedding 
venue on April 29, Scot¬ 
land Yard said yesterday. 

Metropolitan Police As¬ 
sistant Commissioner 
L 3 mne Owens said Muslims 
Against Crusades would 
not be allowed to demon¬ 
strate outside Westminster 
Abbey and “ongoing dis¬ 
cussions” were underway 
as to whether the group 
would be allowed to hold a 



protest nearby. 

Police said they are also 
negotiating with the far- 


right English Defence 
League who have said they 
plan to hold a shadow 
protest if the group’s appli¬ 
cation was successful. 

Police released some de¬ 
tails of their security opera¬ 
tion for the wedding, 
sa 5 dng 5,000 uniformed and 
undercover officers would 
be assigned to the wedding. 

The wedding will be at¬ 
tended by a large collec¬ 
tion of royals, politicians 
and VIPs including Queen 
Elizabeth 11 and about 50 
other heads of state.

Canada’s annual inflation 
rate, which had been buck¬ 
ing global trends, leaped to 
3.3 per cent, with both the 
yearly reading and last 
month’s measure rising by 
1.1 points. 

It was the biggest single¬ 
month jump in inflation 
since the eve of the 2008 re¬ 
cession, and was well above 
the consensus call for a 0.6 
per cent gain. 

The Bank of Canada’s 
mandate is to keep infla¬ 
tion within a range of one 
to three per cent and as 
close as possible to two per 
cent. Last month’s spike 
sharply increases prospects 
that consumers will see 
higher interest rates in the 
near future.

VIENNA, Austria. Austrian 
wildlife authorities are 
hopping mad that efforts 
to save the local frog pop¬ 
ulation are being 
hampered by Italian 
poachers. 

Officials in the Austri¬ 
an province of Carinthia 
said yesterday poachers 
are collecting frogs from 
the roadside buckets they 
have been guided into to 
save them from busy 
highways, and are then 
smuggling them home to 
Italian dinner tables. 

Frogs’ legs are a delica¬ 
cy in some parts of Italy. 
Officials told Austrian 
state television yesterday 
that the victims tend to 
be those with the meati¬ 
est thighs. 

Frogs attempting to 
cross some Austrian 
highways are channelled 
by a series of fences into 
roadside buckets. Once a 
day, volunteers collect 
the buckets and cany the 
amphibians to the other 
side of the road and set 
them free. But “the Ital¬ 
ians strike before the 
frog pickers come,” said 
Carinthian environmen¬ 
tal official Bernhard Gut- 
leb.

Officials said the couple 
have taken a hands-on ap¬ 
proach the wedding plan¬ 
ning.

T he circus is a magical blend 
of drama, comedy, music 
and wonderful things you 
can’t see at home, unless of 
course, you live next door to 
Bozo the Clown. 

This weekend Water for Elephants, 
an historical drama starring Robert 
Pattinson and Reese Witherspoon 
takes us backstage at the Benzini 
Brothers Most Spectacular Show on

The most famous circus movie is 
probably The Greatest Show on Earth, 
Cecil B. DeMille’s story of love, crime 
and clowns under the big top. Today 


the film—^which was named one of the 
100 Most Amusingly Bad Movies Ever 
Made by the Golden Raspberry folks—is 
most notable for making Charlton Hes¬ 
ton a star and as the first movie that 
Steven Spielberg ever saw. 

If DeMille’s movie is the most famous 
circus movie, then Freaks is certainly 
the most notorious. Set in the world of a 
funfair sideshow it features a cast 
primarily made up of actual carnival 
performers—like Elizabeth Green the 
Stork Woman and Prince Randian a.k.a. 
the Human Torso—to tell the story of a 
beautiful trapeze artists who agrees to 
marry a deformed sideshow performer 
for his money.

Catchwords or catchphrases often become 
the vernacular by which elections — 
federal, provincial or municipal — are 
defined. 


W e hear politicians talk of accounta¬ 
bility, transparency, fiscal responsi¬ 
bility, democracy, contempt, 
contracts and coalitions. But what 
does it really mean? Yes, this is im¬ 
portant to some — perhaps those 
wishing to assume power — but for most it’s a game 
of inside political baseball few of us wish to play. 

Instead, 1 like to think Edmontonians are 
concerned about issues that affect the vitality of 
their city and their livelihoods, and that they look 
past those cliches that tend to grab headlines. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel has publicly chided MPs 
for turning a cold shoulder to civic initiatives, most 
recently the attempt to lure the World’s Fair to the 
city. But it reaches further than that, into talks over 
high-speed rail, public transit and, yes, even money 
for a new downtown arena. 

Edmontonians expect frank discussion about 
funding for public transit and infrastructure as our 
city continues to burst at the seams, struggling as it 
is with the growth resulting from an economy that 
has propelled the country’s fiscal fortunes for the 
past number of years. 

We also keep a close eye on how the federal lead¬ 
ers campaign abroad on the oilsands and 
environmental stewardship. The slightest deviation 
in national policy reverberates throughout this 
province’s oil-and-gas industry, leaving some with a 
sense of uneasiness over jobs and futures. 

Crime and safety are always at the forefront for 
Edmontonians. Safety in our city cultivates a sense 
of community and pride. We want our government 
to strike a balance between handing out realistic 
punishments for heinous crimes and addressing the 
root cause of violence in our communities. 

And with these issues, we expect them to find a 
balance with the watchful eye of fiscal prudence ... 
cliche as it may be. 

When it comes time to mark an X on the ballot, 
Edmontonians will cast their vote for the federal 
candidate who sees civic issues as priorities equal to 
national ones. This is the foundation on which suc¬ 
cessful countries are built.

Other G8 countries have national transit strategies, but in 
Canada federal investments in public transit tend to be ad 
hoc, which many big-city mayors have argued leads to 
worse planning and less efficient spending. Does Canada 
need a national transit strategy, and, if so, what should it 
look like? 


In the past two years alone, we have worked 
with municipal and provincial partners to under¬ 
take more than 28,500 projects, many transit-re¬ 
lated, from coast-to-coast. A re-elected Stephen 
Harper government will continue to support 
Canadian communities according to their 
unique needs. We introduced the transit tax 
credit to encourage Canadians to take public 
transit, reducing traffic in major city centres. 


3 According to Statistics Canada, the crime rate has been 
declining since the early 1990s, yet concern about crime 
in urban areas seems to be on the rise. How do you rec¬ 
oncile this discrepancy? 


We have passed a number of pieces of 
legislation to protect the vulnerable and to hold 
criminals accountable. We have also invested in 
youth gang prevention and other initiatives to 
encourage Canadians to stay clear of criminal 
activities. A re-elected Conservative government 
will build on our strong record by enacting legis¬ 
lation to end the sentence discount for child 
pornography and child sex offenders and tough¬ 
ening penalties for elder abuse. 



According to the Federation of Canadian Municipalities, 
only $8 of every $100 Canadians spend on taxes goes to 
cities, yet cities are struggling to pay for infrastructure, 
policing, housing and many of the government services 
city residents actually interact with most on a day-to-day 
basis. What changes are required to ensure cities are suf¬ 
ficiently funded? 


In 2008, Stephen Harper’s Conservative govern¬ 
ment permanently doubled the gas-tax fund. 
This major step forward for municipalities is pro¬ 
viding a stable and predictable source of 
revenue for the renewal of local infrastructure. 

A re-elected Conservative government will intro¬ 
duce legislation to confirm this permanent fund¬ 
ing for municipal infrastructure through the 
gas-tax fund. 



A century ago only 20 per cent of Canadians lived in urban 
areas. That number has now increased to 80 per cent (or 
more than 25 million Canadians). What is your party’s 
vision for the role of cities within the Canadian federation, 
now and into the future? 


Cities are vitally important to Canada’s econom¬ 
ic success. Our government understands that. A 
re-elected Stephen Harper Conservative govern¬ 
ment will continue to work effectively with all 
levels of government to deliver historic invest¬ 
ments in local infrastructure, including better 
highways, roads, bridges, water and wastewater 
systems, housing college and university 
facilities, public transit, and green energy. 
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THEY ANSWERED 



The federal government must do a better job 
screening and advising prospective immigrants 
on credential recognition before they leave 
their countries of origin. Improving credential 
recognition and the integration of new Canadi¬ 
ans into the workforce require a renewed effort 
between governments, professional groups, ed¬ 
ucational institutions, sector councils and 
unions. We will provide leadership and make 
this a priority. 


A Liberal government will work with other levels 
of government and the private sector to put in 
place a Canadian transportation and infrastruc¬ 
ture strategy. Liberal infrastructure priorities will 
include local and regional transit, rapid transit, 
and commuter rail that helps reduce 
greenhouse-gas emissions, as well as high¬ 
speed rail in regions where rapid, convenient 
connections between major urban centres 
promise environmental benefits, enhanced mo¬ 
bility and decreased congestion. 


Crime is always a serious problem. We need evi¬ 
dence-based crime policies that are tough on 
crime where we need tougher sentences, but al¬ 
so strong on crime prevention. What we don't 
need is to import failed crime policies from the 
United States. If we want to be tough on crime, 
we must be tough on guns. The gun registry is 
supported by Canada’s police force as well as 
countless organizations in women’s health and 
safety because it improves public safety. 


We will maintain the successful gas-tax transfer 
to municipalities and provide additional funds. 
A lack of affordable housing in large cities is a 
growing barrier to young families of modest in¬ 
comes looking for their first home. We will 
increase the federal investment in affordable 
housing by $550 million, and work with cities to 
put in place a renewed affordable housing 
framework to reduce homelessness and 
increase the supply of affordable housing. 


We view the cities as equal partners. The previ¬ 
ous Liberal government made the most impor¬ 
tant contribution to municipal public finance in 
a generation through its 2005 New Deal for 
Cities and Communities. A new Liberal govern¬ 
ment will build on that progress. We will be a 
strong federal partner, working with our cities 
on the next generation of transit infrastructure 
and affordable housing. 


A New Democrat government would take a 
leadership role to move toward a fair, efficient, 
transparent and accountable immigration sys¬ 
tem. In conjunction with provinces and licensing 
authorities, we will accelerate and streamline 
the recognition of foreign credentials, overseas 
degrees, and previous employment experience. 
To assist with community integration and Eng¬ 
lish and French language programs, we will re¬ 
instate federal funding for the settlement 
programs for new Canadians. 


Yes. Because Canada is the only OECD country 
that does not have a national public transit strat¬ 
egy. New Democrats tabled the National Public 
Transit Strategy Act, which outlines a practical 
plan for providing sustainable, predictable, pub¬ 
lic transit investments. New Democrats have also 
promised to allocate an additional cent of the 
existing gas tax to public-transit funding for mu¬ 
nicipalities and to encourage transit use by pro¬ 
viding a tax exemption for employee 
workplace-based transit passes. 


To improve public safety on the streets of our 
communities ... New Democrats will provide sta¬ 
ble, permanent funding to put at least 2,500 
new police officers on the streets and increase 
federal support for crime prevention initiatives 
from $65 million to $100 million per year. We 
will give parents, teachers and police more tools 
to protect our children by making gang recruit¬ 
ment illegal and create new, standalone 
offences for home invasions and car-jackings. 


In addition to increased funding for public tran¬ 
sit, New Democrats will continue current federal 
infrastructure-funding commitments and invest 
in community-controlled renewable-energy de¬ 
velopment. In addition to restoring the afford¬ 
able-housing programs the Harper government 
allowed to expire, we will fund 100,000 new 
child-care spaces and provide around $1 billion 
a year for new affordable housing. 


Canada’s cities must be regarded as important 
resources in Canada’s future economy. Jack Lay- 
ton is determined to increase investment in 
cities, including an extra cent of the gas tax - 
$500 million a year - for public transit. He 
understands the important role these communi¬ 
ties play in our country’s overall economy and is 
committed to seeing there is a place at the ne¬ 
gotiating table for cities. 


The Green party finds fault with the current ac¬ 
creditation system. We would eliminate the val¬ 
uation of foreign credentials for immigration 
purposes except in those cases where such cre¬ 
dentials are recognized in Canada, or a clear, ex¬ 
peditious path to accreditation is established, 
and in place establish realistic criteria for immi¬ 
grants based on existing job opportunities. We 
would also press professional societies to 
remove unnecessary barriers hindering the 
recognition of valid professional credentials. 


The Green Party of Canada’s position is that we 
must adopt a national transit strategy that 
strengthens our rail network and public transit 
systems in order to have a competitive, modern 
economy. We are committed to providing cities 
with the resources to create public transit 
systems that reduce congestion. We are also 
committed to ensuring all of Canada’s cities 
have access to rail connections, and develop 
high-speed corridors between frequently trav¬ 
elled routes. 


We believe the current rise in concern over 
crime is directly linked with the federal govern¬ 
ment’s fixation on the subject and its $9 billion 
spent on new prisons. Still, even with the crime 
rate going down, we would all like to feel safer. 
We are committed to further reducing crime 
through better programs in youth activity and 
early childhood education. We are committed 
to addressing underlying causes of crime such 
as poverty, racism and inequality. 


In our 2011 election platform, the Green party 
announces a slate of initiatives of long-term in¬ 
vestments in municipalities and housing. That 
slate includes a national affordable-housing 
program, a national solar-roof program and en¬ 
ergy retrofits for municipal buildings, schools, 
universities and hospitals, growing to more 
than $1.6 billion annually by Year 3. An 
additional $2.4 billion of permanent annual 
funding has been allocated for six municipal su¬ 
perfunds beginning in the first year. 


We believe that cities form a pillar of the green 
economy. When municipalities set out to build 
and repair infrastructure, retrofit and rebuild af¬ 
fordable housing, and modernize our aging 
public transit over decades, it’s a decades-long 
commitment. Their decisions now will decide 
what kind of an economy we will have for the 
next 50 years. We hope to work with our cities 
to lead Canada to a sustainable future. 


The evaluation and the recognition of 
credentials is Quebec’s and the other provinces’ 
responsibility. Quebec is, to a certain extent, au¬ 
tonomous in terms of immigration. 
Unfortunately, the actual agreement with the 
federal government doesn’t allow us to put for¬ 
ward all the values that characterize Quebec. 
The only way Quebec will be able to deploy a 
more efficient and human politic is by getting a 
hold of the means sovereign countries can 
count on, like embassies and consulates. 


The Bloc Quebecois is in favour of discussions to 
be held across Canada to put in place a frame, 
which could allow the adoption of politics that 
are compatible. However, such discussions 
should not be used as an excuse by the federal 
government to interfere in Quebec’s jurisdiction 
and, by doing so, double the politics, double the 
expenses and complicate the legislation. 


Since it came into power, the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment has ... adopted an alarmist rhetoric in 
regards to criminality. It is true that the fight 
against crime is important, but we have to 
remember that crime rates have been going 
down in Quebec and in Canada for nearly 15 
years. The Bloc Quebecois suggests concrete 
and efficient legislative measures to protect vul¬ 
nerable people, particularly children and victims 
of human trafficking. 


The Bloc Quebecois proposed that the 
investments in infrastructures be modified to 
take into account the different governments’ 
ability to pay. The federal government would 
pay for 50 per cent of the expenses, Quebec and 
the provinces would pay for 35 per cent, while 
the municipalities would pay for 15 per cent. 
That reflects the capacity to pay of everyone. 
The Bloc Quebecois asks the federal 
government to regroup its programs under one 
unique and unconditional transfer fund. 


Large cities have more and more responsibilities. 
We ask that the federal government participate 
in the fight against poverty by reinvesting in af¬ 
fordable and safe social housing. We also wish it 
would support the Quebec government in the 
development of infrastructures for transit 
systems, notably by establishing reserved lanes 
for common transportation and by developing 
new commuter train lines.

W hen Jantsje 

Beggs’ mobile 
home was de¬ 
stroyed by a 
fire, she did not think this 
would also cost her her 
job. Beggs had not been 
formally terminated, and 
she assumed she had not 
resigned either. Her em¬ 
ployer assumed otherwise. 

Beggs, a grocery store 
clerk for Westport Foods in 
Vancouver Island, called 
her boss the day after the 
fire explaining that she 
could not come in as 
scheduled and did not 
know when she would re¬ 
turn. 

Beggs’ phone was dis¬ 
connected, and when her 
manager could not contact 
her for almost a month, a 
record of emplo 3 mient was 
prepared claiming that 
Beggs resigned. When Beg¬ 
gs later came by the store 


to retrieve it and to drop off 
a doctor’s note explaining 
her absence, she was 
shocked to learn that West- 
port viewed her as having 
resigned. 

Instead of speaking with 
her employer, Beggs hired a 
lawyer who accused West- 
port of firing her in an in¬ 
sensitive manner, referring 
to the medical evidence 
that the company had not 
yet been aware of In re¬ 
sponse, Westport main¬ 
tained that Beggs had 
resigned. 

The British Columbia 
Court of Appeal recently 
sided with Beggs. It found 
that before the lawyers 
were involved, there was a 
genuine misunderstanding 
on Westport’s part of Beggs’ 
intentions and the reasons 
for her absence from work. 
However, when Westport’s 
lawyer maintained that 
Beggs had quit her job, de¬ 
spite seeing medical evi¬ 
dence showing that she was 
ill, Westport effectively 
fired her, ruled the court, 
even though it had not in¬ 
tended to. 

Seldom do sincerity and 
intentions sway judicial 
favour in a lawsuit. Often 
the courts focus on what 
did, or did not, occur. Here, 
Beggs found herself in the 
“twilight zone” somewhere 
between having abandoned 
her job and having been 
fired.

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► From stem to stern, the Sonic is aggressively styled with beady eyeballs, embossed front-fender arches and a plunging beltline. 
However, the design cues are not that much different than other cars in the class such as the Mazda2 or the Ford Fiesta. 


While the Aveo’s standard 108-horsepower 
four-q^linder engine t 3 ^ifies those found in 
this class, the Sonic roars to life with a 135- 
horsepower 1.8-litre four-cylinder, or 
optional 138-horsepower turbocharged 1.4- 
litre four-cylinder. Since both powerplants 
also see service in the larger and heavier 
Chevrolet Cruze sedan, you can expect the 
little Sonic to be a lively performer along 
with delivering respectable fuel economy. 


Impressive design characteristics are 
featured in the Sonic’s interior, where the 
dashboard and control panel exude an up- 
level quality rarely seen in the econo-car 
class. 

An analog tachometer dominates the dri¬ 
ver’s field of vision, fianked by a rectangular 
screen displaying a digital speedometer, 
odometer and fuel gauge. Up-level models 
will offer two-tone dash and door-panel trim.

There’s obviously a lot more North American 
flavour built into the Sonic’s design that now 
features a stubbier-looking nose with a more 
prominent grille and fancier headlight pods. 

In back, the sedan appears somewhat similar 
to the outgoing Aveo sedan, while the stylish 
hatchback does a good job at hiding the rear 
door latches adjacent to the roof pillar. Also, 
the Sonic features fancy tail lamps that were 
apparently inspired by motorcycle headlights.

You might have noticed the 
sudden flurry of small-car 
launches announced by 
many of the world’s au¬ 
tomakers. 

You might have also no¬ 
ticed the steadily rising 
pump prices attributed to a 


certain oil-producing- 
nation’s strife. 

This volatility is bad 
news for drivers of big, 
thirsty vehicles, but it’s the 
perfect storm for General 
Motors, which will this fall 
launch the all-new Sonic se¬ 
ries of sub-compacts. 

The Sonic replaces the 
Korea-built Aveo that has 


served as the automaker’s 
entry model since the 2004 
model year. Like the Aveo, 
the Sonic will be offered in 
both sedan and mini-wagon 
formats. 

However, unlike the 
Aveo, the Sonic will be con¬ 
structed at GM’s Orion, 
Mich, plant that was recent¬ 
ly refitted to the tune of 


more than $500 million. 

The Sonic’s late-2011 ar¬ 
rival bolsters Chevy’s focus 
on the svelte end of the pas¬ 
senger-car scale. 

Prices will likely begin at 
about $14,500 (including 
delivery charges), possibly 
slightly more for the hatch¬ 
back version. 

That should make for a 


super-Sonic buy in a class 
where automakers appear 
to be spending a lot more 
care and attention to detail 
than they were when gas 
was cheap and bigger was 
better. 

That’s good news for 
buyers who are tired of fu¬ 
el-price volatihty and, up to 
now, had no real options.

R etro Electro 
and the man 
behind it, 
Mike Kiraly, 
are usually 
tooling 

around the streets of Van¬ 
couver, checking in on 
Steam Whistle clients, but 
were in Toronto recently, 
to participate in last week¬ 
end’s Green Living Show 
Kiraly let yours truly 
have a brief fling behind 
the wheel, which 
provoked a conflicted 
response. 1 didn’t know 
whether to put my elbows 
out the window and light 
up a cigarette, or keep the 
windows up to conserve 
some electrical energy and 
compost the smoke. 

Thankfully 1 don’t 
smoke, so got over it 
quick, and just enjoyed 
the experience. 

Not hard when you 
have 465 Ib-ft of torque at 
your disposal. This is not 
an effete electric car, in 
the golf cart mode. It is a 
hot rod first, and an elec¬ 
tric vehicle second. The 
Retro Electro launches like 
you would expect of some¬ 
thing with that much 
grunt — aided by the 
absolutely linear torque 
curve of electric motors. 
And it does its thing in low 
volume — you only hear 
road noise and some gear 
whine. 

And this is the “milder” 
version of Retro Electro. 

An earlier version, with 
lower gearing, was capable 
of smoking its tires in 
dragster-like fashion. 

Said motor is an Azure 
D 5 mamics AC90 electric 
motor, which is often 


retrofitted in larger panel 
trucks. It gets its juice 
from a veiy sophisticated 
lithium ion batteiy pack. It 
can be fully charged in 
eight hours on a 220V serv¬ 
ice, good for a range of 
about 150 kilometres. 

To complete the green 
loop. Steam Whistle 


makes sure Retro Electro 
is always charged on 
renewable electricity from 
Bullfrog Power. In fact, the 
entire breweiy only uses 
electricity from Bullfrog. 
Steam Whistle’s other 
green initiatives include 
thicker beer bottles, which 
can be re-used more often. 


and running its delivery 
trucks with B20 bio fuel. 

The electric drivetrain 
makes the vehicle about 
500 pounds heavier than 
stock, and the batteries 
take up some cargo capaci¬ 
ty, so it has lost some of its 
trucky usefulness, but is 
more than capable of ful¬ 
filling its mandate as a 
Steam Whistle work truck. 

Just to make sure, 1 turn 
to Kiraly, who is riding 
shotgun, and ask him 
again, “You drive this 
every day, as part of your 
job?” 

“Yeah,” says Kiraly. 
“Pretty lucky guy, eh?” 

Kiraly is also a guy with 
several facets to his 
personality. He spends half 
his workday as Steam 
Whistle’s manager in B.C., 
and the other half as uni¬ 
versity professor teaching

anatomy and physiology. 
He has several degrees, in¬ 
cluding a PhD in 
Endocrinology. 

Now he’s learned quite 
a lot putting this vehicle 
together for Steam Whis¬ 
tle. His teachers were an A- 
list of Vancouver-based 
experts, including Greg 
Murray of Electric 
Autosports and Trevor 
Stoker of Azure D 3 maniics. 

He’s ready to build an¬ 
other electric hot-rod.

Few things are more deadly 
than drunk driving, but it’s 
veiy difficult to prevent 
people from getting behind 
the wheel if they’re not 
willing to police them¬ 
selves. 

One possible solution is 
DADSS (Driver Alcohol De¬ 
tection System for Safety), a 
cooperative research proj¬ 
ect by the U.S. National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration and ACTS, the 
Automotive Coalition for 
Traffic Safety. 

The DADSS program is 
intended to research, devel¬ 
op and demonstrate non-in- 
vasive methods that quickly 
measure the driver’s BAG, 
or blood alcohol concentra¬ 
tion, each time the driver 


gets in. If the BAG is too 
high, the car won’t start. 

Unhke an ignition inter¬ 
lock, which requires the 
driver to blow into a breath¬ 
alyzer and is often mandat¬ 
ed by the courts for 
convicted drunk drivers, 
the DADSS system must 
work invisibly. Currently, 
researchers are looking at 
tissue spectrometiy, which 
would estimate alcohol via 
the driver’s skin when the 
vehicle’s starter button is 
pushed, and at distant spec¬ 
trometiy, which would 
measure exhaled breath. 

“There are tremendous 
challenges and most have 
to do with how complex a 
vehicle is itself,” says Wade 
Newton, director of com¬ 
munications for the Al¬ 
liance of Automobile 
Manufacturers, which 
works with ACTS. 

“It’s 3,000 parts working 
together in all temperature 
conditions, whether filled 
with passengers or empty. 



or maybe not maintained. 
The device and technology 
must work all the time.” 

Such technology, should 
it become feasible, could 
potentially be added to all 
new vehicles. For that rea¬ 
son, it must be invisible to 
the operator, Newton says. 

“It can’t inconvenience 
the sober driver,” he says. 
“We need to be confident 
that it’s not going to pre¬ 
vent a sober driver firom op¬ 
erating the vehicle. A huge 
percentage doesn’t drink, 
but they’re affected by 
drunk drivers.” 

The research teams have 
a lot of work ahead. 

The device must prevent 
the car from being started 
at precisely the legal limit 
of .08 BAG, “and they could 
be .0799 when they start 
and a few minutes later 
they cross over, and how do 
you handle that?” Newton 
says. 

“That’s one of the as-yet 
unanswered questions.” 


U.S. stats 


► Drunk drivers are actually 
relatively rare, but they're 
deadly. According to U.S. 
statistics, only one-quarter 
of one per cent of all vehi¬ 
cle trips are made by alco¬ 
hol-impaired drivers each 
year, but those trips result 
in nearly 32 per cent of that 
country's vehicle fatalities. 

The breath-based system 
must be able to pinpoint 
the driver and not an intoxi¬ 
cated passenger. 

“Successful technology 
will be able to tell where 
the breath is, how warm it 
is, where it’s coming from. 
It wouldn’t just be ambient 
in the vehicle,” Newton 
says. 

Overcoming such com¬ 
plexity takes time, and re¬ 
searchers are hoping to 
demonstrate the technolo¬ 
gy in a research vehicle by 
2013.

Often tires will 
have built-in tread wear in¬ 
dicators that appear across 
the tread when it is time to 
replace the tire.

Sidewalls 

Extreme wear, bulges or 
bubbles, holes or slits to 
the tire sidewall can make 
the tire no longer fit prop¬ 
erly to the rim or create a 
potential safety issue.

Buick’s volume-selling lux¬ 
ury model was called the 
Allure in Canada when it 
replaced the Regal and 
Centuiy for the 2005 mod¬ 
el year. 

Elsewhere it was known 
as the LaCrosse — a word 
which many French Cana¬ 
dians know as an un¬ 
favourable slang with 
various meanings. 

Whatever it was called, 
the Allure offered up value- 
priced luxury in t 5 ^ical 
Buick fashion. This was no 
Mercedes or BMW, but for 
not a whole lot of money, 
the Allure offered drivers 
plenty of space, comfort 
and relaxation. 

Look for this sedan with 
several engine options and 
trim levels to match a vari¬ 
ety of needs. CX and CXL 
were low and mid-range 
models, respectively, and 
powered by GM’s staple 
3.8-litre V6 engine. Top-line 
CXS models got a newer 
3.6-litre, 240-horsepower

What Owners Like 
T 5 ^ically, Allure owners 
say decent levels of per¬ 
formance, relatively good 
fuel economy, comfort and 
styling drew them in for a 
test-drive, while a decent 
price and overall value 
helped seal the deal. Other 
owners note a safe and 
sturdy feel to the Allure’s 
highway drive. 

What Owners Hate 
Some owners wish for a 
softer suspension, noting 
that the Allure doesn’t 
“ride on a cloud” and trans¬ 
mits a fair bit of road feel 


back into the car. Ditto for 
road noise. Other owners 
complain of tight rear-seat 
quarters, and wish for the 
enhanced performance 
and fuel economy that 
could have been provided 
by a six-speed automatic. 

Common Issues 
Hitting the road for a test- 
drive? Certain Allure mod¬ 
els were affected by an 
issue with the intermediate 
shaft — a part related to 
the steering system. Buick 
mechanics should be famil¬ 


iar with the issue if the 
model you’re driving 
“pulls” to either side or 
makes any unwelcomed 
clunking or popping nois¬ 
es. Have the model checked 
for coolant leaks, too. Some 
owners have reported a 
mysterious coolant leak on 
their Allures. 

The Verdict
